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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the combination of 
resin plate and a cover plate fixed to a hole edge on another side as recited by claim 30 
and the through hole of claim 32 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites "the through hole". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claims. 

Claim 15 recites "the vibration preventing damper forming portion", and "said 
resin hole edge covering portion". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claims. 

Claim 16 recites "the opening side end portion". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
7-37375 in view of JP 1 1 -1 0660. 

JP 7-37375 discloses a chassis including; a non-contact reading mechanism 
(compact disc player) and a vibration preventing damper which are attached on a 
chassis member supported in a floating condition through the vibration preventing 
damper within a casing, wherein the vibration preventing damper comprises; a damper 
housing 59 in a form of a container opened at one end, the damper housing being 
provided with a holder portion 57 for holding a support shaft 51 provided in the casing 
by inserting the support shaft into the holder portion and an elastic wall portion for 
reducing floating movement of the support shaft due to elastic deformation in three- 
dimensional directions; and a lid 61 fixed to an opening side end portion of the damper 
housing to enclose the damper housing, wherein the vibration preventing damper 
forming portion 61 serves as the lid so that the vibration preventing damper is formed 
integrally with the chassis member 4. See figure 18. Note the assembled elements 
form an integral unit. JP 7-37375 lacks the disclosure of forming the lid/forming portion 
from resin. JP 1 1-10660 discloses a similar device and further teaches the use of resin 
materials which are easily welded. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to utilize a resin material for the resilient 
elements of JP 7-37375 as taught by JP 1 1-10660 to simplify manufacture and provide 
appropriate damping and durability characteristics. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23 and 27-33 are allowed. 

Claims 6 and 15-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/20/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Please note the modified drawing objections above. It is maintained 
that the drawings do not show an embodiment having the combination of features as 
required by claim 30. The drawings also fail to show the through hole of claim 32. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). It is maintained that the rejections are proper.
